The annual meeting of the Edmon- 
ton Public Hospital is being held ia 
the council chamber this afternoon. 


GIRECTORS REPORT. 


Following is the report of the 
Directors for the year endirg Dec. 31st, 
31904:— 

The past year has been in many 
respects one of the most successful in 
the history of the hospital. Not- 
withstanding the very considerable 
eailay of $1,075.00 in the improve- 
ment of the buildings and furnishings, 
including the installation of the city 
water system; repairs to the plumbing 
whereby the sanitary condition of the 
building bas beer much improved; and 
extensive repairs to the laundry; also 
the payment of nearly $5(0 in interest 
on loans, the liabilities at the end of 
the year were $2270.00 less than they 
wereat the close of 1903. The 
Government grants earned, and unpaid 
at tke end of the year, would pay al! 
outstanding acccunts and leave a 
balance of $425.06 to be applied in 
reducing the debt. 

Daring the year two hundred and 
aeventy four (274) patients received 
troatment. Though this number is 
emailer than that of 19u:) yet there 


is little difference in the number 
of hospital days. The particulars 
«e patients are as follows :— 


Males 175; females 99; total 274. 
No. of hospital days 4,732: No. of 
dirths 14; No. of deaths 19.
